No  other  branch  of  horticulture  have  we  studied  so  ex- 
tensively as  our  famous  Landscape  Work.

We  will  only  mention 
such  celebrated  places  as  Toulon,  Cannes,  Nice,  Menton, 
and  not  to  omit  Monte  Carlo,  which  is  located  bn  the  little 
independent  state  of  Monaco.
